Secondly, Diffazce or Seperation of place, 
whereby Battayles are formed,changcd, and pro- 
portioned, accordingto the will and pleaſurc of 
the principall Commanders. 

Thirdly, March and Motion, which procee- 
ding from certaine peculiar words of Command, 
= generall direction, the Soldier applicth him- 
ſelfe to performe eucry command inthe fullneile 
of perfection. 

And Fourthly and laſtly, the knowledge of the 
Beatings of the Drnwbe, by which the Seldicy 
taketh notice of every Command, when the 
ſound of Mans voice is drowned or obſcured, 

It now ſcemeth good vato mie (and Thope it 
will yeelda generall profite tothe whole King- 
dome) to fixe vnto the aforeſayd CAcridence 2 
Grammar or Introdudtio into more higher,neccl. 
ſary and more ſubtile and curious Rules of the 
Art HMylitary, whereby the younger Schollers 
may be enablcd to proceed and goe forward in 
the greater and more hidden ſecrets of the Arte, 
and the elder or better experienced Men of 
Warre, may eyther finde Solutions for ſuch 
doubtes as fhall incumber them ; Or clſe matter 
whereonto worke, and make their owne more 
iingular Inventions and Applications more 


wholc- 
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wholeſome for the common vie, and more plea= 
ſing totheir owne Studies and Labours, 


Thefirſt thing therefore which I hold moſt nez 
ceſſary to Intreare-of in this Grammar, is of Great 
Motions 71 zenerall; Becauſe according to the 
Opinion of the Auncients, Theſe Military Mott - 
ons are the Life of aw Armie, and only giue meanes 
of Vidtorie; ard without which, all preparation of 


| Forces are vaine, and auaileth nothing inthe Field, 


zo to the end for which they were Lenied. Since 
then. Motion is of this ineſtimable reputation,the 
labor cannot be miſimployed, which bringethany 
Luſter or explanation vnto the ſame. 

Of the Smaller Motiozs, T have ſpoken ſome- 
what already in the Accidexce; As of Fileing, 
Ranciing, Returning to the firſt Poſtkare, Counter = 
marching, Doubling, and fach ike, fo far foorth as 
they appertaynetocuery fingle Perſon, or tothe 
parts and members ofa private Companie,which 
we call Squadrons or Camcrades, But now I am 
to intreat of the Greater Motions, which belong to 
Regiments, Battalias, andthe whole Bodic of an 
Armie: Neyther inthe diſcourſe of theſe things, 
are you to expect much alteration of wordes, or 
ſence, but only the application of tnem vnto 
the Greater and more. infinite Bodies, from 
whencetheyrtake the denomination of the Greater 
A 0ti013. _ 

The Grctians (as ,£lianand his Schollars) doe Motions vice 
reckon vp ninerecne ſeuerall Great Motions, to ihe olde 
which they giue eſpeciall Names and Titles, Os 
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The Firſt, they cali C/zzs, which is a Turning to 
eyther Hand. 

The Second, cHetabole, which we call Tir- 
ning about. 

The Third, Periſpaſmos, which we call Whee- 
ling about. 

The Fourth, Epiſfrophe, which we call a Whee- 
ling,cyther tothe one,or the other Hand, but nor 
entire,orabour, | 

The Fifth, 4-aftrophe, which we call a Retur- 
ning ofthe Wheele vnto the Firſt Poſture or Sta« 
tion where it ſtood before it was mooucd, or 
Wheeled roeyther Hand. 

The Sixth, Ecperiſpaſmos,which we call a treble, 
or threefold Wheeling, carrying the Bazzal;s 
three parts about, but not wholy andentire, 

The Seuenth, P/agiophalanx, or the Broade 
Fronted Phalange, which we call the Broad Fron- 
ted Battalia, which hath the Length much excee- 
ding the Depth. | 

The Eight, 0rthiophalanx, which we callthe 
Dcepe Barraiis, or Herſe Battayle, which is a Bat- 
tayle drawne ont in Wing, and hauing the Depth: 
much exceeding the Length. 

The Ninth, Phalange Loxe, which we callan 
Vneuen Fronted Bat:alia, becauſe one of the 
Winges (which isthought fitteſt) is ever drawne 
forth betore the other, and 8s a Forlorne begin- 
acth the Fight againſt the Enemy,tillopportunity 
ſerue that the whole Battayle may Ioyne with 
greateraduantage and aflurance.. 

The Tenth, Parembele, which we call uns, 

cing 
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being a Drawing vp of the Souldiers before, then 


taking offthe Hindermoſt, we Rankethem within 


the diſtances of the Fitſt, 

The Eleventh, Protaxis, which we call Fore- 
Fronting, as when we place eyther the Light-Ar- 
med or other Looſle Shotte before the Front of 
the Battayle,and make them Fore-ſtanders or be- 
ginners of the Skyrmiſh. | 

The Twelfth, Epitexis, which we call an Aﬀter 
placing or Attending on the Reare, ſo that if the 
Enemiec ſhall Charge behind, yet are the Light 
Armed in readinefſe, and prepared to giue their 
Volleys,being placed ſo behind the Reare (as the 
other beforethe Front) for a ſingular helpe and 
anoyance, 


The Thirteenth, Proffaxis, which we call a Toy. 


ning of Bodies together, by adding tocyther of 
the Flankes, or to both entirely, any new Supply 
of Men, cyther from the Reare of the ſame Baz- 


zalia, or otherwiſe, from any other remooued 


Bodie or Regiment, whereby the Front of the 
Battayle isincreaſed. 

The Fourteenth, Fztaxis, which we call 1»{- 
7109, or Inſerting, as when we draw the Light- 
Armed, or Looſe vnguarded Shotte, 'within the 
ſpaces of the Fyles and Rankes of the Armed 
Battalia, ſoas they may be free from danger, and 
get no: withſtanding, euerreadie to deliucr their 

oilies intheface of the Enemies, be they Foote 
or Horſe,as they ſhall giue their aproaches. 

The Fifteenth, Hyperaxis, which we call Dou- 
ble Winging,as when we draw the Light-Armed 

B3 or 
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or Looſe Shotr, only within the Armed Winges 
of the Battalia, and not into the Entire Bodie, and 
placing them in ſuch an Embowed forme, that 
the whole forme or figure thereof may reſemble 
a threefold Gateor Doore, 

:The ſixteenth, we call an 7udu7ion, ora Right 
Indaition, as when one Bodic or Battalia of one 
and the ſame kinde, in forme and proportion, fol- 
loweth one another, and ſothe March or Motion 
{tretcheth out it ſelfe into the manner or forme of 
a Wing, kauing the Depth much exceeding the 
Length; And this kind of Battayle or Right 1n- 
duction, may confilt eyther ofa Single Bodie, as 
when but one Enemie is feared, or of a Double 
Bodie, as when two are expected, or ofa Treble, 
when three are on foote, or of a Quadruple, when 
the Enemie purpoſeth to giue on all ſides. 

The Seauenteenth, Parazoze, which we call

The Eightcenth, Lmphiſiomus, which we call 
the Two Fronted Battaylc,and looketh vponthe 
Enemy two fcucrall wayes, that is to ſay, by an 
cuen and Iuit Dceuifion, inthe mid{t of an equal!

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conuerfion of the two parts; The Middle-men or 
Halfe-fyle menare turned backto back,and thoſe 
in the Front and Reare make two equall Fronts, 
and brauely Aduance againſt the Enemic, and 
this kinde of Motion is excellent againſt Horſe. 

The Nineteenth, Antiffermaus, which wee alſo 
call a Two Fronted Battayle, and differeth only 
from the former but in this, that as the Two Fron- 
ted Battayle Amphiſtomus is Fronted by the Front 
and the Reare, ſo this Two Fronted Battayle 
Antiflomus, is Fronted by the two Flanks, the 
Right flanke, and the Left, and the Motion hath 
the like vſe and perfection which the former 
hath, being generally applyed for the Encounter 
of Horſe, |

by maine ſtrength co repulſe them, or elſe to de- 
uidetheir Body inthe midſt into two parts, and 
to giue the Horſe a free and thorow paſlage; 
which foote Battaile ſo denided,is called the Bat 
falta Antiſtomns, 

Thereis an other B4t7alia of Horſe, which is 
called the Khombe of Horſe, and it is proportio- 
ned according to this Figure, and is of great vſe, 
hauing in eucry cornera Leader.

This Horfinans Rhombe was firſt found out in 
Theſſ1/ia, and thence brought in great practiſe, 
through the benefite thereof, being able to paile 
through, and ro peirce any Foote Bartaile what- 
"eucr; and is Only to be oppoſed, by that Foote 
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Battalia which is called Menordes or Creſſint, and 
in forme ofan Halte Moone, whoſe Winges be- 
ing ſtretched out by the Leaders, the middle part 
is imbowed, and bentto inuyron and wrappe in 
the Horſe Men as they Charge, and ſo put them 
to Route and Diſorder, and therefore in this caſe 
are to keepealoofe off, and not to come in, but to 
Y lye their Piſtolls, till they ſee the Foote Battaile 
ageer, and fall into diſorder:

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This Rhombe of fiuc in Square, dothnot Ranke, 
bur onely Fileth, and is of equall viſe with the 
former Rhombe, andis as neceſſarie for our Pi/#- 
lers in theſe daics, as it was in times paſt for the 
Croſſbow Men, and other Archers, and Dart C aff 
ers on Horſe backe, 

There is no Foote Battaile more excellent to 
oppoſe, thea as that whichis called of the Aun- 
tient Epicampios, Emproſthia, whichas the Halfe 
Moone carrieth a circular hollowneſſe, ſo this 
carrieth a ſquare hollowneſſe, as you may ſec in 
this Figure.

The Front, 
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Theend or purpoſe, rowhich this foote Bat- 
taile is framed, is to begtile and ouerreach the 
Piſtoleirs, eyther by inticing them into the voyd 
or emptic place of the Battalia, 2s tncy Charge in 
furie, and vpon the Spurre, orcl{c,by diſordering 
their Horſes with their Winges, and fo driue 
them into an vtterconfuſion. 

This Battalia makes ſhew but ofa ſmall num- 
ber, becauſe the Deniſtons lie hid and coucred, 
and fo much apter to be miſtaken; for, the 
Winges which are the leaſt number, are only ap- 
parent tothe eye,the Bodic (whichisthree timcs 
more) is hardly diſcerned; fothatitthe Winges 
preuaile, the Conqueſt is ſure , ifthey fail?, they 
may eaſily retire into the maine Bodie, and make 
a powerfull reſiſtance, 

There is another Horſe Battaile, which is 
ſquare in Figure, but not in Horſe, bcing clcuen 
in Ranke, and but fixe in file, which is called of 
the Auntients a Tcrazonall Horſe Battaile, this 
is avery ſtrong Battaile, as all ſquare Battailes 
are, and our Fore fathers did affect it much, and 
weatthis day findc it of great vie for our Pii/o- 
leirs, both for the ſtrength, and the ready fra- 
ming thereof, there is no Battaile on'foote to op- 
poſeir, butthat which is catled Embolos, orthe- 
Weaze of Foore, which isframed of Foote Men, 
as the former Wedge was made of Hoi fe Men, 
all the outfides conſiſting of Armed Pikes, and 
the Lynings within of Shotte : Alſothe front of 
this Foote wedge, confiſteth of three Armcd 
Pikes, as the Hoiſe rdze did conſiſt of one (in- 
ole. 
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ele Armed Piſtolier , Many other Motions and 
Imbatraylings of Horſe there be, but none more 
vſefull then theſe already exprefied ; and he that 
is able todraw Horfe ard Man, into theſe formes 
and figures allreadic expreſſed, may without any 
difficulticor amazement, draw vpany other Bat- 
taile ar the firſt fight, be the Invention never ſo 
dcepe, obſcure, and curious, 


CHAP, &s;. 


Of the ſcuerall Ranges of the 
Foote, and how they are Ordered, 
and Compounded.. 


Jy tailes of the /yfantrie, are Rangedin- 
A to Rankes & Files ; now the Rankes 

EQ 1 are vncertaine, therefore from them 
PTE no true Ground can be taken; but 

the Biics are certaine, therefore from them mult 
ariſe the Ground of. well Ranging: of: Battailcs, 
for thcle files are ordered into Bodies, and thoſe 
Bodies haue cuery one a ſeuerall name, or deno- 
mination,by which the Auntients did diſtinguiſh 
tnem ; But we lefle curious, and finding thatplay- 
ner Demonſtrations, and Names ofleſſe difficul- 
tie, were ſooner apprehended, and conceived of 
the Ignorant Souldters,haue negleRed thoſe hard 


and vnacquainted Names, and haue reduced 
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them to Termes of greater familiarity, and 
much lefſe trouble and vexatioa to the me- 
mory : Yet becauſe I know that Noueltie is plea- 
ſing vato many ; ſome, defirous to know what 
they neuer intend to pratiſe, others, willing .to 
fatiſfie their mindes, leaſt Queſtions of this nature 
might be vnſeaſonably brought vpon them; and 
others, for Argument ſake, to fill vp Diſcourſe, 
with thoſe Knowledges which they imagine are 
obſcured to others : For theſe Reaſons, I thinke 
it not amiſſe, to ſhew how the Auntients did 
Range their Battailes, and what Names they 
eaue-to their ſeuerall Numbers; and then, to 
ſhew our owne manner of Range, and the eaſy 
apprehenſion thereof, that being compared to- 
octher, Tudgement may ſoone finde our, which 
is moſt auailcable. 

And heercin,you muſt firſt vnderſtand,that the 
Auntients did range their Battai/es inte Files, 
euery ſingle file contayning in depth or number, 
full fxteene Men, and ſo called a File; a Bodic 
compounded of two files, they termed a D/lochie, 
of two and thirty Men, and the Leader, or Cap- 
taine of thoſe two and thirty Men, was called 
Dilechita, foure files, contayning threeſcore and 
foure Men, they called a Tetrarchy, and the Cap. 
taine or Leader thereof Terrarcha, cight files, a 
Taxis, andthe Captaine Taxiarcha; then is ſix- 
reene files, a Sy#ta2ma, and the Captaine thereof 
Syntaematarcha,which indced,is that Man which 
wecall a Captaine in Chiefe, for cuery Syrja7- 
matarcha had vnder him, fiuc Inferior Comman.- 
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ders, that is to ſay, a Reare Commander, which 
we call a Linetezant, an Enſigne, a Trumpeter, 
which in our foote Companies is the Drambe, 
a Sergeant, anda Cryer,which we calla Corporal: 
Now two and thirty files (which is two Syntag- 
mas) they call a Pentecoſiarchy, and contayneth 
fiue hundred and twelue Men, which with vs is 
called a Colonie Or Regiment, and the Captaine 
thereof is called Pextecoſiarcha, which we call a 
Coloxell, now two of theſe Pentecoſiarchies being a 
thouſand and twenty foure Men ; and three ſcore 


and foure files, they call a Chitiarchy, and the 


Captaine thereof Chiliarcha, which indeed we 
call a Colonel! Generall; two Chiliarchies amoun- 
ting to twothouſand and forty eight Men, they 
calla Merarchy,being a hundred and twenty eight 
files, and the Captaine Merarche, which is with 
vs the Sergeant Maior Generally two Merarchies 
they call a Phalangarchy, and the Captaine Pha- 
lavearcha, which isas much as the Maſter of our 
Ordnance; two Phalangarchyes they call a Dipha® 
langarchy, and the Captaine Diphalangarcha, 
which is with vs as Li#erenant Generall; andrwo 
Diphalangarchies make a foure fold Battaile 
of Phalange, conſiſting of a thouſand and 
twenty foure files, and fixteene thouſand 
three hundred and eighty foure Men, whoſe Cap- 
raine is the King, or his Generall. 

Thus you haue the Range of a Foote Battaile, 
according tothe Cuſtome ofthe Auncients,from 
the firſt file (which is the loweſt) to the full cx« 
ecat ofa Maine Battaile . It now reſteth _- I 
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ſhew you our Moderne orlite manner of Range, 
by which all our Battailes are Compounded, 
Gouerned, and Conducted, and in this Diſcrip- 
tion, I muſt varry much from the Auntients, and 
begia a ſteppe lowerin degree; but twoſtepps (at 
leaſt) lower in number. And here I muſt have you 
firſt remember, that as the Auatients began with 
whole files of 16.innumber,ſo I muft now begin 
with halfefiles, being but five in number; for in 
this Range(of which now I write)no file muſt ex- 
ccede the number of 10. five then, which is the 
Roote or beginning of this Range, is called halfe 
a fle,or halfea Decarie, and the Leader or Cap- 
taine thereofis called Lanſpeſaao,or Middle Man 
Two halfe files make a whole ble often, and the 
Leader or Captaine thereof is called Decurro, or 
the Fi/: Leader: | 

.;. Two whole files and#halfe, which is 25. Men, 
wecalla Squadron or Square of Men, being fiue 
cuery way,and the Leader or Captaine thereof is 
called the Corporal; Two Squadrons, being 50. 
Men, and fiue files, is caltleda Sergeane:e, and the 
Chicfe or Leader thereof'is Called a Sergeant.

Two fourth parts of a Regiment being 500.Men, 
and 3o. files, is called halfe.a Co/ozie or Regiment, 
and the Chiete or Leader thereof, is called the 
Liveteuant Colonel, | 

Two halfe Colonies, being 1000. Men, is called 
a Colonie or Regiment, and the Chiefe or Leader 
thereof,is called a Colonel, which Colonel hath alſo 
vnder him in his Regiment (beſides the Captaines: 
and Officers before named) one that is called the 

warter Maiſter, whoſe Range is inferiorto cuery 
Captaine, but before euerie Leixerenant, and the 
Officers that are vnder them ; As forthe Range of 
the Captaines which are vnder theſe three grea- 
ter Officcrs, they ſhall rake precedencie of 
Place, according to their Antiquitie in Comand, 
and the Eldeſt Captaines Collours ſhall Flie firſt, 
the Second nexr, and ſo of the reſt ; and the Co/o- 
; mells Livetenant ſhall take his Place as the Young- 
eſt Captainc of that Regiment. |

Two Reares being 32000. Men, is called the 
Maine Battaile,and the Cheife or Leader thereof 
is called the Xing, or General, who hath alſo ſu- 

reame Authoritie ouer all the whole Armie, 

ow great or puiſſant ſoever, 

Thus you haue ſecne the true Range of Foote- 
men, and their Leaders, according to their Num- 
bers: Ir now reſftetb, that I ſhew you the true 
Rangeoftheir Weapons, 

In the Auntient Times the Light Armed (which 
were Bowmen, Davters,and Slingers)had the Y ant- 
guard, and were the firſt beginners of Fight and 
Skyrmiſh, for by their Darts and Arrowes, they 
prouoked theEnemieto breake their Rankes, and 
ouerthrew and killed many in their approaches, 


they galled and repulſed che Horſe much, and in- | 


deede, were cuer the firſt Authors of Vidorie; 
and as thus they ſometimes placed them in the 
Front, ſoatothertimes, they had their places in 
the Flankes, and ſometimes inthe Reare; But the 
gcnerall-and moſt certaine Range which they 
held, was euer betwene the Armed Pikes: The 
firſt fileof the Light Armed, behindethe firſt file 


ofthe Armed; the ſecond file ofthe Light Ar- | 
med, behind the ſecond file of the Armed ; and ſo | 
conſequently, to leuic all the Armed Menne | 
through the whole Batrralia; yet the file of the 


Light Armed, ſhall be but halfe the number of 
the Armed; and theſe Battailcs ſhall ke drawne 
mato diuers Deuiſions, 

But 
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But this Range of Weapons agrecth not with- 
out Diſcipline at this day,for our Battailes confi. 
ſting only of armed Pikes, Muskatiers,and a fewe 
ſhort weapons, they are raunged inthis manner, 
when they march into the Field, they march 
Company after Company.ſingle of themſelues 
without any mixture : and in this march of ſingle 
Companies,the Muskaticrs are devided into two 
parts;the one part hath the Vanguard, the other 
hath the Reare, and the Pikes march inthe midſt, 
vpon the head whereof is the Exſjzze, and about 
it the ſhort weapons,as Halberd, Partizans,orthe 
like, (if the Company haue any) when they are 
come into the Ficld, then is euery Regiment 
drawn vp intoa Body by itſelfe, whereof all the 
Pikes are drawne into an entire body by them- 
ſelucs, and the Shott deuided into two Bodies, 
whereof one halfe Wingeth vp the right Hand of 
the Pikes, and the other halte wingeth vp the left 
hand of the Pikes. The Exſeves ſtand ſtill on the 
head, or within a Ranke, and the ſhort weapons 
of execution aboutthem for guard, 

Theſe Regiments aredrawne into the Batraile, 
according to the pleaſure of the Lord' Marſhall, 
or Sericant Maior Generall, The Horſemen are 
the Wings which troope on each fide of the Bat. 
taile, keeping the diſtance of halfe a Furlong at 
leaſt from cither ſide of the Shor.. The great Or- 
dance, or Artilery are drawne from the two out- 
moſt poynrs of the Batraile,a pretty diſtance from 
the Vantguard, and extend themſelues wider and 
and wider f:0 the Batraile, "A drawe at length 
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 inafingle File, their Carriage,provifion,and Mu- 
nifion being drawn neere vnto them,and the Re- 

iment belonging tothe Maſter of the Ordnance, 
Following cloſſe about them. as a ſure Defence, 
wall,or guard. And thus you hauc the full Range 
of the Foote Bartaile, and how it is diſpoſed,

He Horſe-Troopes inthe Ancient and 
> firſt times had no one certaine Range, 
SS or place in the Battaile, but according 
ro the humors and opinions of thcir 
Generals,{o they were altered and carried yp and 
dowae to ſeucral places of Commandment, #1; 
az ſaith,that in ſome Pattailes within his own me- 
moricand knowledge, the Horſe Troopes were 
Ranged afterthe light Armed,yet doth not con» 
Nantly ſtand yponthea!llowance of that Range, 
bur ſaith, thatalthough they were ranged after 
the Light-armed, yet other places might be more 
conuenient,and this range might be altered at the 
pleaſure of the General,or vpon any neceſſary oc 
caſion,where ViRories ſtood doubtfull : others 
ofthe Ancients,as at ſometimes the Macedonians, 
now and then the Romays, but many times the 
Thebans 6 Theſſalians hauc ranged their Troops 
of Horſe inthe Reare of thearmed Battailes, and 
good ſucceſle hathmany times iflued thereof, & 
the Rangers of ſuch Batcailes hauc returned Vic- 
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rors : Others of the Auntients,and eſpecially Alex. 
arder himſelfe, Craterus, and moſt of the worthieſt 
Maccadenians, haue ranged their Horfe Battailes yp- 
on the right and left Winges of the maine Armie; 
and indeed, theſe Places are moſt probable and beſt 
agrecing with our preſent Diſcipline, 

To come thento the Range of the Horſe Batraile, 
as it is vied at this day,you muſt vnderſtand, thar ir 
varyecth foure ſeuerall waies; two in the Range of 
the Cwraſeires, two inthe Range of the Harquebu- 

ſerires or Dragoones. 

The Curaſeires haue two ſenerall Ranges, the one 
in ordinary trooping,the other in a formed Battaile, 

In an ordinary Tree where the whole Battaile 
moouerh, the firſt day, the Troopeand Regiment be- 
fonging tothe Gemerall, troopeth formoſt, and hath 
the leading of the Poynt; After him, rroopeth the 
T roope and Regiment of the Lord Marſhall; and after 
him, cuery Co/onef, and his Regiment, according to 
his Antiquitie : The next day, the Lord Marſhall, 
and his Kegtment, hath the leading ofthe Poynt or 
Fauntenard,and the General! hath rhe Reare, the El- 
deſt Co/onefſucceedeththe Lord Marſhall,and ſothe 
reſt of the Coloxells, and their Regiments after him, 
accordingto Antiquitie : The third day, the Eldeft 
Celenel hath the Poynt or Yavteward, and the Lord 
Marſhall hath the Reare after the Gewerally and thus 
akernately. ecuery Colonel! ſhall change his Place, & 
haue the leading ofthe Poynt or Fanntzuard, ac. 
cording to the {euerall dates of trooping -(there be- 
ing no intermifſion or ſtay: of many daics betweene 
the ſeverall remooues:: And as thus the Chiefe and 
Supertor C5manders doe remooueand alter their 
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Places, ſo ſhall the Inferior Commanders of euerie 
Regiment doe the like ; the Colonel hauing the prin- 
cipall place the firſt day, the Linetenant Colonel the 
ſecond day,the Sergeant Maior the third day; and ſo 
eucry Captaine after,according to his Antiquiric in 
which order, no Commander leoſeth Dignitie, bur 
hath his ſeuerall day of Glory, and as much prehe- 
minence as the Gewera/, or any other Commander, 
whatſoecuer. | 

Now if ic come to a formed Battaile, then the 
Ranges change,and the Regiments are drawne vp in- 
toone whole and entire Bodie, in which drawing 
vp of Regiments, this order is to be obſerued, that e- 
uery perticular Troope ſhallduely keepe their two 
diſtances, that is to ſay, Open Order intheir Rankes, 
and Cloſe Order in their Files , then betwixt Compa- 
ny and Company,incuery Regiment, ſhall be the 
ſpace of as. foote, that thereby they may be the bet- 
ter diſtinguiſhed,and the ſoonerdrawne foorth,and 
imployed in any needefull place, as the Superior 
Commanders ſhall thinke good. 
This Orderand Diſtance being obſerued, Rez;- 
mextsareto be brought into maine Bodies, evther 
Square, Long, Tryangular,or Dyamond, accordin 
tothe nature of theground, and rhe faſhion of the 
Enemies Battaile,for therein is the aduantage. 

Now for the true Range, the General hath cuer 
the PF aunrgnard, which is the right Wing of the Bat» 
eaile, and the Lord Marſhalhath the ſecond Yaunt- 
eward, which is the Poynt of che Iefr Wing of the 
Battaile, For here is to be vaderſtood, that when 
Battailes of Foote are drawne vpand formed, then 
the Battaile of Horſe is deuided, and extended forch 
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in length,acording to thenumber of the Regiments, which as 
Wings ſtretching chemſelues foorth from the two points of 
theright and left hand battaile of Foot; are as a Wall or de- 
fenſe betwixtthe Enemy & the Foot Army, being to Charge 
vpon all aduantages,to defend the Ordnance & great Artille- 
rie when it ſhalbe Afaulted or ingaged; or otherwiſe tokeep 
the Carriage, Munition and baggage, from thepillageof 
the Enemy, or other defeiture. 

For the range of the Colonels they take their places accor-. 
ding to Antiquity ; the eldeſt Co/oel ſecondeth the Generall* 
the third, the Lord Martial, and fo according to Antiquitie 
their Regiments doe troope, either on the one or theother 
hand, all things being ordered according to Dignitiy and 
Antiquity. 

Now whereas a queſtion may be demandedtouching the 
place of the _@4rtermafer, were he ſhall range himſelte ; I 
thus reſolue ic. That if the ©uarter-maſter, who is a neceſ- 
ſary dependant vpon euery Horſe Regiment, haue no troope 
of Horſe, as ſeldomeor neuer they haue, then his range or 
place iseuerto troope with the Collozels Lieutenant, and the 
Commiſſary or Proxoft of cuery Regiment with the Linete- 
nant Collonels Liveteuant, or otherwiſe (at his pleaſure) ex- 
trauagantly in any other inferior place ofthe Regiment. 

Againe, here istobe noted inthe generallitie of the Army 
where Horſe and Footeare mixed together, or whenſoever 
they ſhall mcet cither in publicke Court or private Counſell, 
that the Commander of Horſe hath priority of place before 
the Commander of Foot, And howſocuer ſome opinions 
would ſway tothe contrary,preterring Number before Ver- 
tue; yet it is moſt certaine, that in all Courts of Warre, the 
Horſeman hath the firſtplace, a Co/loxel{ of 500. Horſe pre- 
ceeding a Collonell of 1000, Foor. A Captaine of 100. Horſe 
takes place bcfore a Captaine of 200, Foot,&c.. Antiquity - 
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this place being no let, but the Dignity carried according to 
the Honor of the Command,& the Nobility of the number. 
Now next vnto theſe Carafbeirs are the Harguebuſheirs,who 
at this day,and in this preſent Diſcipline, ſtand for the Light 
Horſe; theſe likewiſe hauc two ſeuerall Ranges, the one in 
their ordinary Trooping; and the other, when they come to 
bedrawnevp intoordinary or extraordinary Bodies: Forthe 
ordinarie Trooping, it iseyther whenthey Troope into the 
Ficlde to receiue Directions, orclſe troope forth as Yantcur- 
reers and Dicouerers ofall Impediments that may happen to 
the Army, for theſe are they which Scower the Coaſt, and 
preuent Ambuſcadoes,they make good Ryuers, Bridges,and 
all ſtraight Paſſages, and albe their trooping is looſc and diſ- 
banded, holding no ſtrickt or curious forme, eyther in Ranke 
or file, nor any certainety in Pace or Motion, but ſometimes 
ealloping,ſometimes trotting, & ſometimes ſtanding ſtill,(as 
danger ordiſcouerie ſhall giue way to their proceedings) 
yet doethey troope moſt commonly in Kegimentrs,the YVawnt- 
guard being led eyther by the Colonel himſelfe, or ſome 0- 
ther Officerin Chiefe,who being better acquainted with the 
places they goetodiſcouer, hath this Authority caft vpon 
him,and Rangeth himſelfe in the Front, which is the greatcft- 
Place of eminence : As the Co/oze!l or chiefe Officer thus ta- 
keth the Firſt Place, ſo the Linetenant Coloxellraketh the Se- 
cond,and ſo the reſt of the Captaines ſucceſſiuely, according 
to theirantiquity : Theſe are the ordinary Scoutes, Watch- 
men,and Sentinells,and ifit be in Campe, their guard is cuer 
without the Verge ofthe Campe, and if it be in a Walled 
Towne, Citry,or Garriſon, their guard is without the walles 
ofthe Citty, and their Quarter in the Suburbes; there arc 
Dependants on the Lord Marſhal”, and take direftions from 
his Commands; and thus much for the Range of Horſemen, 
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
